Washington, Dec- 24.—The congres- 
sional sub-committee of the joint com- 
mittee on rural credits had before it to- 
day approval of the final draft of a 
rural credits bill.

The man who created the American 
Santa Claus, who revolutionized 
our 
observance of the great December holi- 
day, and who penned the lines, "Twas 
the Night 
Before Christmas," sleeps 
beneath 
that 
mound. 
At 
his 
head 
stands a simple granite .stone with the 
name "Clement 
C. 
Moore" 
engraved 
upon it. 


Dr. Clement 
Moore was a learned 
professor of 
oriental 
language» in 
a 
New 
York 
theological •seminary. 
Ho 


had three little children, and for 
their 
amusement in the Christmas season of 
IS22 he wrote a poem which he callcJ 
"A Visit from St. Nick." 


Dr. Moore lived in a beautiful 
big 
country house on a hill where two of 
New York's busiest streets now cross. 


Among his neighbors was a fat, jolly 
rubicond Dutchman, and this cheerful 
old soul was Dr. Moore's model for the 
Santa Claus immortalized in his poem. 


The Christmas jingle itself was pick- 
ed 
up 
by the 
newspapers, and 
year 
after year it was copied all over 
the 
countrj', until 
finally, 
after civil war 
days and after the death of Dr. Moore, 
thè Santa Ciaus he had described be- 
came a national 
institution. 


Of cotxrse 
St. Nick himself 
is 
far 
older than the professor's poem. 
He 
was supposedly a bishop of the 
early 
chtirch, and according to a Dutch leg- 
and, he was the patron of 
the cliil- 
dren. 


Young.sters in the lowlands used ta 
put out their stockings 
and 
wooden 
t^hoes for the gifts. 
San Nicholas ha 
was called—hence the corruption, Santa 
Claus. 


It 
was the 
year 
1S44 before 
Dr. 
Moore, the serious 
student, 
acknowl- 
eged the authorship of the 
childhood 
verse, " 'Twas the Night Before Christ- 
mas." 
And it is only in recent yeara 
that his grave has been recognized with 
a regular ceremony. 


Since 1912 a group of New 
York 
children annually has made a Christma« 
eve pilgrimage to his tomb. 


Tonight, their ceremony 
over 
the 
grave of the "Father of Santa Glaus'* 
will be more elaborate than before, and 
the thanks of every child in America 
will be offered up there in memory of

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The Christmas Tree. 


: Oo&cader the Christmas tree, not on account of the ujiique fruit 
it. bears today, but for its own romantic histoiy. 
Whether it be a 
!i«ziilock, or a balsam fir, or any little scrub "evergreen," your Christ- 
mas tree links you with the most remote ages of the earth. It ber 
longs to the family of pixues or conifers. These are the aristocrats 
among trees. Their lineage can be traced back millions ,of years to 
the period when fishes were the only important vertebrates on earth. 
The pines, then, are very properly a symbol of longevity. As such 
they have made themselves a great place in oriental art. 


The western world, however, has valued them moctly for their 
commercial uses. Pit«h, and resin, spruce gum and beer, bark for 
tanning, wood pulp, medicines, and the cheapest as well as some of 
the most expensive woods are a few of the sources of wealth which 
man has discovered in the pine family. 


And now comes the tragedy of the conifers. Even the trees wage 
relentless warfare. 
Darwin says, ''The oaks have driven the pines 
to the sands.'' The conifers reproduce themselves from seeds. When 
a pine tree is eiU, its root dies. And the seeds of the cone bearers, 
unless the.v find fortunate lodgment, perish quickly. Thus persistent 
trees like the oak and the maple have taken up the best ground and 
the pines now live on mountain heights and sand dunes. Slaughtered 
relentlessly by man and lacking power to reproduce themselves rapid- 
1.Y, these ancient and beautiful trees are doomed to extinction. 


This is not a plea to do away with the Christmas tree. The trees 
used at the Christmas festival hardly count in the tremendous annual 
commercial sacrifice. This is a plea for the appreciation of the beauty 
and romance of the pine. 
Of late, landscape gardeners have been 
giving them the proper place in small city lots as well as upon large 
estates. Whoever has a yard could do a service to the coranuinity hj'^ 
planting any of the scores of lovely, «one bearers.

Xext to the chief magistrate of the 
nation himself, it is saf« to say that 
Edward Mandell House is the most in- 
fluential man in the

today. 


Although he holds no office and never 
has held any, he far outweighs cabinet 
officers and biireau, heads in Washing- 
ton aflfiirs. 
He may not be the power 
behind the presidential chair, but he is 
<he power alongside of it. 


He is a figure without paralkl in our 
political history. 


Other presidents have had their in- 
timate advisers. 
But Col. House is un- 
likp any of thejn. 


The so-called "kitchen cabinet«" 
of 
past 
administrations have been com- 
posed either of office holders or seekers 
after presidential favor. 


Col. House aske nothing for himself. 
He has more money than a man of his 
simple tastes could ever spend. He hates 
(lie limelight 
with 
an 
intensity 
that 
bars him 
from public 
office. 
Ho is 
neither ph|lanthr.opÌRt nor reformer. He 
rrproppTits nn interests at Washington, 
either pnlifical or 
financial. 


Then why does he play the political 
game? 


The ansW'pr to this 
question is as 
amazing as the, man himself. Col. House 
is a connoisseur of politics. 
He is a 
few kind of collector who gathers men 
and nieasnres instead of Persian rugs, 
jiostagf! stamps or Pekinese dogs. 


Lcgifriation, national polici'es, all the 
niachinory of government—these 
things 
fnscinatf- him. 
He regards them

casts upon his treasures.

The Fed league as a whole w ^ unable 
to cope with the National and American 
leagues and organized baseball had its 
own way almost entirely in the settle- 
ment. 


The Feds failed to wreck the make-up 
of tlie national commission, tliey failed 
to force organized baseball to give Fight- 
ing Jim Gilmore a fat job and they failed 
tc force their way into ownership in clubs 
except whers owners in organized base- 
lall were willing to sell. The owners who 
wanted to stay in the game will stay. 


One thing proved by the Fed league is 
that there is not room for a third major 
organization and it will be a long time 
before another sucli league is attempted.

Growing Tendency to 
Militarism. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—^Vhat is 
announced as the beginning of a nation- 
"wide flght against the huge war budget 
and the "cult of preparedness," which is 
sweeping the country, is launched here 
toda^with the formation of the "jQiti- 
MiKtarism committee,'*' which has open- 
ed local 
headquarters In the Munsey 
building and is said t6 be in close con- 
ference with the anti-preparedness min- 
ority in both the senate and the house. 
The members of the committee ar« Miss 
Lillian D. Wald, of the nurses' settle- 
ment, New York city; Paul U. Kellogg, 
editor of the Survcj'; Itev. John Haynes 
Holmes and Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, of 
New York city; Mrs. Florence Kelley, of 
the National Consumers' league; Prof. 
George E. Kirchwey, of Columbia uni- 
versity; Mrs. Crystal 
Easfcjnan Bene- 
dict; L. Hollingsworth Wood; Louis P. 
Lochner; Miss Alice 
Lewisohn; Max 
Eastman and Allan Benson. 


After numerous conferences with the 
"anti-prepareduessV leaders in congress, 
the committee announces its congres- 
sional program as followsi 


'•(1) Our imn^diate purposi> 
is 
to 
prevent, if possible,- any unusual expen- 
diture for armament during the present 
session of congress. 


"(2) Before any increased defense ap- 
proprifttions are made, we demand pub- 
lic investigation of our present huge 
war.budget, so that every dollar now 
fepent for the army and navy jnaj- bring 
cne liundred per cent, of efficiency. 


"(3) We stand for a congressional in- 
vestigaiioii of the sourccs of the demand 
for a largo increase in the army and 
navy appropriations. - 


"(4) -^Ve stand 
for taking 
private 
profit out of armament manufacture. 


•'(5) We hold that the expense of na- 
tional defense should be met by income 
and inheritance taxes, and not by taxes 
>vhich place the burden on the poor. 


"(6) We hold with the president that 
the time has come to develop the Monroe 
doctrine, with its inherent dangers and 
difficulties 
into a real 
Pan-American 
imion, and therefore urge that a fifth 
Pan-American conference be called early 
in 1916, and that o\ir delegates to that 
conference be instructed to recommend 
ft true democratic federation 
of 
the 
twentj -one American republics in the 
interests of peace and republican ideals. 


"(7) We hold that the questions at 
ifisue between Aiftorica and the Orient 
are important and complex, and there- 
fore urge, as a rational 
approacli to 
th'eir solution, the appointment of 
an 
expert commission, representing Amer- 
ica, Japan and China, to study these 
questions and make recommendations to 
the various countries 
involved, after 
considering all interests concerned—lo- 
cal, national and international."

speakers into the field to meet the prop- 
agandas of the various "preparedness" 
crganiJ^.ations.

LESSON TEXT-HOMA 14. 
OOLDEN TEXT-^ehovata ii merelfal 
and Kraolous, «low to anger, and abundant 
in loving fcli<dne8B.-PM. 10S:S R. V. 


The burden of punishment deieeod- 
ed upon Israel, not becftuse of the 
Tlndictlve character of Jehovah, but 
because of the persistent pursuit of 
8ln on- the part of the nation. 


The lessons of the past quarter ex- 
tend from the latter days of Elijah, 
about 906 B. C., to the fall and cap- 
tivity of Israel (the northern king- 
dom) B. C. 722 (Beecher), a period of 
180 years. Some contend that the les- 
son for November 14, Daniel at the 
King's Court, is chronologically the 
last and ought to have been put at 
the end of the series. During the past 
quarter we have studied about six 
kings, Ahab, Joash, Nebuchadnezzar, 
the king of Nineveh, Uzziah and Ho- 
shea; also six prophets, ElUah, Bli* 
sha, Daniel, Jonah, Amos and Hosea; 
and one soldier, Naaman. 


• «ood method of review would be 
to have assigned to different scholars 
or classoft each of the foregoing per- 
sonages and to give a report of his 
chief characteristics. 
Material for 
such a review Is easily accessible. An- 
other method of review would be to 
take up the lessons serially and In 
connection with each read some ap- 
propriate Scripture verses that will 
•erve to emphasize or to illustrate 
the dilef fact of each lesson. 


Lesson I. The weak King Ahas 
(strong in his perversity) is easily 
persuaded to do evil In order to grati« 
fy his covetousness. Elijah at God's 
command goes to meet Ahab who 
crios out, "Hast thou found me, O 
my enemy?" In reply Elijah delivers 
God's word; that word to us is fbund 
in Ex. ac: 17. 
(Let each Scripture ref- 
erence be read In full.) 


Lesson II. The veteran champion 
Elijah is about to go home and his 
more youthful follower, Elisha, has 
one chief desire (see 11 Kings 2:9), 
which persistently followed is abund- 
antly rewarded. The lesson for us Is 
found in the master's prayer, John 
14:16. 


Lesson III. The stricken soldier, 
Naaman, at a child's suggestion, ap- 
peals to God's prophet, Elisha, for 
healing- He is directed how he may 
be cured and after some hesitation 
returns home cleansed. The lesson 
for us is that of being faithful amid 
life's experiences and of doing and 
living for others (see also Romans 
12:20, 21.) 


Lesson IV. The servant of Elisha 
is very much excited. King and camp 
are in despair, yet the prophet is not 
disturbed. 
Why? 
Let us read n 
Kings 6:17. Remember that Jesus, 
the master of men, refused to avail 
himself of like angelic assistance in 
his great battle concerning sin (See 
Matt. 26:53). Christanity is a religion 
ot love, not of force. 


Lesson V. The faithful priest pre- 
serves the rightful king, Joash, and 
makes a covenant between him and 
the Lord, viz., that prince, priest and 
people "should be the Lord's people" 
(II Kings 11:17). Through the mer- 
its of our high priest there has been 
made a better, even an everlasting 
covenant (Heb. 13:20, 21). 


Lesson VI. Again refers to the good 
king, Joash. The neglected temple is 
restored and refurnished through the 
liberality of the people. This temple 
Is a type of our bodies, which are 
spiritual temples (Eph. 2:22), and the 
lesson for us is not only the care of 
the body, but of liberality towards the 
work and worship of God's house. 


Lesson VII. 
This is the lesson 
which is chronologically out of order, 
but is used for its temperance applica- 
tion. Daniel, the clean youth, staked 
bis life and position upon obeying the 
Word of God (Dan. 1:8). The lesson 
for us is the exhortation of the apos- 
tle Paul (Eph. 6:13-17. see also I Pet. 
8:8). 


Lessen VIII is the foreign mission- 
ary lesson. Jonah's life story is not 
a flattering one, yet when he faithful- 
ly proolaimed God's word it wrought 
a marvelous transformation in great 
and wicked Nineveh. (Read carefully 
Matt. 16:10 and Isa. 65:10, 11). We 
are to herald, witness to the truth 
and leave the results with God. 


Lesson IX presents Amos, the stur- 
dy prophet of civic and moral right- 
eousness, the great messenger of the 
"rightness" ot things (Amos 5:14). 
The gist of this lesson for us will be 
found in the words of Jesus (Matt. 
6:33). 


Lesson X. Uzziah is that king who 
could not withstand prosperity and 
who, in the development ot his pride 
(II Chron. '26:6, 16), assumed to dis- 
obey the wprd of God. 


Lesson x i Enter Hosea. Let the 
entire school state the message of the 
prophet to the people of Israel, "I will 
heal their backsliding. 
I will love 
them freely" (Hosea 14:4). Then let 
all recite the "little gospel" (John 
8:16) "For God so loved the world 
that he gave his only begotten Son 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life."

The Christmas jingle itself wan pick- 


ed up by 
the, newspapers, and year 


alter year it wn* copied all over 
the 


country, until finally, after «ivil war 
days and' after the death of Dr. Moore, 
the Santa, Clam he had deserilwd be- 
came a national institution. 


Of course M. Nick himself Is far 


older than the professor's poem.

Consider the Christmas tree, not on account of the unique fruit 


It bean today, but for its own romantic history. "Whether it be a 
hemlock, or a balsam fir, or any little scrub "evergreen,'' your Christ- 
mas tree links yon with the most remote ages of the earth. It be- 
longs to the family of pines or conifers. These are the aristocrats 
among trees. Their lineage can be traced back millions of years to 
the period when fishes were the only important vertebrates on earth. 
The pines, then, are very properly a symbol of longevity. As such 
they hare made themselves a great place in oriental art. 


The western world, however, has valued them mostly for their 


commercial uses. Pitch, and resin, spruce gum and beer, bark for 
tanning, wood pnlp, medicines,* and tho cheapest, as w-pll as some of 
the most expensive woods are a few of the sources of wealth which 
man has discovered in tho pine family. 


And now comes the tragedy of the conifers. Ex-en the trees wage 


relentless warfare. 
Darwin Rays, "Tim oaks have driven tho pines 


to the sands." The Conifers reproduce themselves from seeds. When 


B pine tree IB citt, its root. dies. And the seeds of the con« bearers, 


v unless they find fortunate lodgment, perish quickly. Thus persistent 


trees like the oak and tho maple have taken up the best, ground and 
the pines now live on mountain heights and sand dunes. Slaughtered 
relentlessly by man and lacking power to reproduce themselves rapid- 
ly, these ancient and beautiful trees are doomed to extinction. 


This is not a plea to do away with the Christmas tree. The trees 


used at the Christinas festival hardly count in the tremendous annual 
commercial sacrifice. This is a plea for the appreciation of the beauty 
and romance of the pine. Of late, landscape gardeners have been 
giving them the proper place in small city lots as well as upon large 
estates. Whoever has a. yard could do a service to the community by 
planting any of the scores of lovely cone bearers.

Pan-Anierican conference !>e called early 
in 1916, and that onr delegates to that 
conference be instructed to recommend 
» true democratic federation 
of 
the 


twcntj -one American republics in the 
interests of peace and republican ideals. 


"(T) 
We hold that the questions at 


issue between America and the Orient 
are important and complex, and there- 
fore urge, as n rational 
approach <o 


tlwir solution, the appointment of 
nn 


ixpert commission, representing Amer- 
ica, 
-Tupan and China., to study these 


r|uestionfl and make recommendations to 
the various countries 
involved, after 


considering all interests concerned—lo- 
i;il. national and international."

JEHOVAH'S GRACIOUS PROMISES 


TO ISRAEL (REVIEW). 


LESSON TEXT-IIosca U. 
(JOLDEN TEXT—Jehovah is merciful 


and gracious, slow- to anger, ana abundant 
In loving kli'dness.—Psa. J03:S R. V. 


The burden of punishment descend- 


ed upon Israel, not because ot tbe 
rtadictlve character of Jehovah, but 
because of the persistent pursuit of 
sin on the part of the nation. 


The lessons of the past quarter ex- 


tend from the latter days of Elijah, 
about S06 B. C., to the fall and cap- 
tlTlty of Israel (the northern king- 
dom) 
B. C. 722 (Beecher), a period of 


180 years. Some contend that the lei- 
•on for November 14, Daniel at tbe 
Klng'i Court, Is chronologically the 
last and ought to have been put at 
the end of the aeries. During the past 
quarter w« hare studied about »li 
kings, Ahab, Joash. Nebuchadnezzar, 
the king of Nineveh, Uzziah and Ho- 
•hea; also six prophets, Elijah, Eli- 
Bha, Daniel, Jonah, Amos and Hoiea; 
and one soldier, Naaman. 


A good method of review would be 


to have assigned to different scholars 
or classes each of the foregoing per- 
sonage* and to give a report of hi» 
chief characteristics. 
Material 
for 


such a review IB easily accessible. An- 
other method of review would be to 
take up tbo lessons serially and in 
connection with each read some ap- 
propriate Scripture verves that will 
serve to emphasize or to illustrate 
the chief fact of each lesson. 


Lesion I. The weak King Aha! 


(strong in his perversity) is easily 
p«r»uadod to do evil in order to grati- 
fy Mr covetousneg!. Elijah at God's 
command goes to meet Ahab who 
cries out, "Hast thou found me, O 
my enemy?" In reply Elijah delivers 
God's word; that word to us Is found 
In Ex. 2C:l7. (Let each Scripture ref- 
erence be read in full.) 


Lemon II. The veteran champion 


Bltjah is about to go home and his 
more youthful follower. Ellsha, has 
one chief desire (see II Kings 2:9). 
which persistently followed Is abund- 
antly rewarded. The lesson for us is 
found In the master's prayer, John 
14:10. 


Lesson III. The stricken soldier, 


Naaman, at a child's suggestion, ap- 
peals to God's prophet, Elisha, for 
healing. He Is directed how he may 
be cured and after some hesitation 
returns home cleansed. 
The lesson 


for us is that of being faithful amid 
Ufa'* experiences and of doing and 
living for others (see also Romans 
11:10, 31.) 


Lessen IV. The servant of Kllsha 


Is very much excited. King and camp 
are In despair, yet the prophet is not 
disturbed. 
Why? 
Let us read II 


Kings 8:17. 
Remember that Jesus, 


the master of men, refused to avail 
himself of like angelic assistance In 
his great battle concerning sin (See 
Matt. 26:63). Christanlty is a religion 
ot lore, not of force. 


Lesson V. The faithful priest pre- 


serves the rightful king, Joash, and 
makes a covenant between him and 
the Lord, viz., that prince, priest and 
people "should be the Lord's people" 
(II King* 11:17). Through the mer- 
its of our high priest there has been 
made a better, even an everlasting 
covenant (Heb. 13:20. 21'j. 


Lesson VI. Again refers to the good 


king, Joaeh. The neglected temple is 
restored and refurnished through the 
liberality of the people. This temple 
is a type of our bodies, which are 
•piritual temples (Eph. 2:22), and the 
lesson for us is not only the care of 
the body, but of liberality towards the 
work and worship of God's house. 


Lesson VII. This Is the lesson 


which Is chronologically out of order, 
but is used for its temperance applica- 
tion. Daniel, the clean youth, staked 
his life and position upon obeying the 
word of God (Dan. 1:8). 
The lesson 


for us is the exhortation of the apos- 
tle Paul (Eph. 5:13-17, see also I Pet. 
6:8). 


Lesson VIII is the foreign mission- 


ary lesson. Jonah's life etory is not 
a flattering one, yet when he faithful- 
ly proclaimed God's word it wrought 
a marvelous transformation in great 
and wicked Nineveh. (Read carefully 
Matt. 16:10 and Isa. 56:10, 11). 
We 


are to herald, witness to the truth 
and leave the results with God. 


Lesson IX presents Amos, the stur- 


dy prophet of civic and moral right- 
eousness, the great messenger of the 
"Tightness" of things (Amos 6:14). 
The gist of this lesson for us will be 
found in the words of Jesus (Matt. 
6:33). 


Lesson X. Uzziah is that king who 


could not withstand prosperity and 
who, 
in the development ot his pride 


(I! Chron. 26:5, 16), assumed to dis- 
obey the word ot God. 


Lesion Xi'. Enter Hosea. Let the 


entire school state the message ot the 
prophet to tbo people of Israel, "I will 
heal their backsliding. 
I will love 


them freely" (Hosea 14:4). Then let 
all recite the "little gospel" (John 
3:16) "For God so loved the world 
that he gave his only begotten Son 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life."
